Applicant's arguments are not convincing. 

With respect to Applicant's argument that Fishkin fails to disclose "said lift shaft for rotating without raising said lift shaft and said cassette 
stage in said chamber interior to said wafer transfer position", Examiner notes that the lift shaft is capable of being rotated while lowered. 
This capability meets the claim limitation. The courts have ruled that during patent examination, the pending claims must be "given the 
broadest reasonable interpretation consistent with the specification." In re Prater, 415 F.2d 1393, 1404-05, 162 USPQ 541, 550-51 
(CCPA 1969). 

With respect to Applicant's submission that there is a lack of motivation in Fishkin to combine the reference with the Terada reference, 
Examiner notes that the motivation for combination is found in Terada and that it is not necessary for both references to provide explicit 
motivation. Further, with respect to Applicant's further arguments that the combination of Fishkin and Terada is improper, it is noted that 
the courts have also ruled that "the test of obviousness is not whether features of the secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into 
the primary reference's structure, nor whether the claimed invention is expressly suggested in any one or all of the references, rather the 
test is what the combined teachings would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art." Ex parte Martin 215 USPQ 543, 544 (PO 
Bd Pat App 1981). 

With respect to Applicant's argument regarding the non-obviousness of extending the bellow structure to enclose the shaft rotation device, 
Examiner maintains the position that this would be an advantageous modification, as although not provided directly in the chamber 14, the 
shaft rotatiion device is connected to the chamber and thus there is a chance that contamination from the shaft rotation device could reach 
the chamber. In an effort to further ensure the proper cleanliness standards are maintained in the chamber, one of ordinary skill in the art 
would recognize that enclosure of the shaft rotation device in a bellows would be advantageous. 
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
